Quake levels China coastal city; heavy toll feared 


HONG KONG (UPI) — The most powerful earthquake in 12 year« rocked the pop­ 
ulous northeast coastal region of China early today and was followed 15 hours later 
by a major aftershock of almost equal magnitude. The quake leveled buildings in 
Tientsin southeast of Peking and split a hotel in half. 
Heavy casualties were feared in Tientsin, a port city of six million located almost 
astride the quake's epicenter. 
An Americait labor group reportedly was in the city when the quake hit. There was 
no immediate word on their fate. 
An official of the U.S. liaison office in Peking said earlier by telephone to New York 
that “there were no American casualties.” 
The Japanese Embassy in Peking told 
the foreign ministry in Tokyo that one Japanese was killed and six others were in­ 
jured in Tangshan, a city of more than 500,000 persons located about 50 miles north of 
Tientsin. 


There was no official word from Chinese authorities on the quake, which measured 
8.2 on the open-ended Richter scale. 
Peking and Tientsin, China’s second and third largest cities, appeared hardest hit 
by the first quake that struck just before 4 a.m. local time, sending thousands of 
persons into the streets in their nightclothes. 
About 14 million persons live in the two cities located in the Hopeh Province, 
China’s most populous region in northeastern China. 
In Golden, Colo., the National Earthquake Information Center said the aftershock, 
which registered at 7.9 on the Richter, also jolted the Tientsin area at 6:45 p.m. local 
time and ‘‘was strong enough to cause further damage.” 
Australian Prime Minister Gough Whitlam, who was in the Tientsin Friendship 
Guest hotel as part of a world tour, said many older buildings collapsed as the quake 
hit. 
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BROKEN window stands mute in the gray dawn this morning following an attack on 
Mission Hills Community Center by vandals that left seven windows smashed by 
rocks The vandalism comes on the heels of an announcement that the facility now 
belongs to the Church of Christ. The structure is located atjthe juncture of Burton 
Mesa Boulevard and Via Lato.

There were some people killed,” he said in Tokyo, where he and his wife flew 
after the auake. “I don’t know the number. We were told thev were few in number.” 
Whitlam, who was on the seventh floor of the hotel, said the building “wasn’t sway­ 
ing, it was more like lunging and tearing.” 
He said a chest of drawers fell on his wife’s lowerfleft calf and inflicted a small cut. 
Whitlam said there were many foreigners in the city attending trade fairs, in­ 
cluding an American labor delegation. 
The U.S. liaison office in Peking said a representative of the National Council for 
U.S.China trade was supposed to be there at the time. 


Whitlam said the hotel “was literally split down the middle with a one-foot gap 
separating the two parts.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - California 
cannery workers are hoping they can get 
back to work by the end of this week to 
save the endangered state food crops. 
They can concentrate on their jobs 
again, thanks to a tentative settlement 
ironed out before federal mediators 
Tuesday in the week-long strike that had 
idled about 55,000 workers. 
James F. Scearce, director of the 
Federal Mediation and Conciliation Ser­ 
vice, announced the agreement, calling 
it “a rather unusual settlement” because 
the bargainers agreed on the overall cost 
of the new three-year contract without 
working out the specifics. 
While negotiations on the details will 
continue among the canning companies, 
canners and Teamsters Union represen­ 
tatives, their were some public expres­ 
sions of satisfaction with die accord. 
Fred Sanchez, head of the California 
Council of Cannery Workers on strike at 
47 California canneries, said he hoped 
the contract could be completed and 
ratified by the workers so that work 
could resume by the end of this week. 
President Ford, apprised of the settle­ 
ment, said he was “hopeful that workers 
will return to their jobs as soon as possi­ 
ble. 
‘‘This dispute,” Ford said, “has been 
the most costly, in terms of crops lost, in 
the history of the California food proces­ 
sing industry.” 
Agriculture 
Department economists 
issued a report earlier Tuesday saying a 
continuance of the strike through the 
first week in August might have resulted 
in the loss of 10 to 15 per cent of the 
California canning tomato crep. 
Some Kern County, Calif., farmers, at­ 
tempting to publicise the plight of their 
crops, drove a 13-ton truckload of rotting 
tomatoes through ihe nation’s capital 
Tuesday, stopping at the Capitol, 
Teamsters headquarters, canning in­ 
dustry office, and mediation service 
headquarters. 
“This is what we are looking at every 
day.” said Fred Starrh, the leader, 
holding up a dripping handful of 
tomatoes at a news conference. 
Ford also thanked Scearce, Labor 
Secretary W.J. Usery and Agriculture 
Secretary Earl L. Butz for “exemplary 
public service” for helping work out the 
settlement. Usery had entered the 
negotiations earlier in the day. 
The breakthrough came after union 
negotiators rejected as a “public rela­ 
tions hoax” a proposal by the cannery 
companies that strikers return to work 
and submit union and management 
proposals to binding arbitration. 
Miners ignore

work orders from a federal court and the

miners in four Appalachian states. 


The miners were striking in protest 
against a federal court’s imposition of a 
$50.000 fine <m the UMW local for ignor­ 
ing a previous back-to-work order. 


A sick-in strike of municipal workers 
hit the city of Muncie, Ind. More than 100 
of the city’s 400 workers failed to show 
for work. Trash pickups were canceled. 
The strike did not involve police or 
firemen.

Trustees of Lompoc Unified School 
District last night approved reduced 
graduation requirements, a move that 
assistant Supt. Mel Wilde called 
“ dynamic changes” to meet the 
challenge of the future. 
The trustees approved Wilde’s recom­ 
mendations based on five-months effort 
by a broadly-based task force committee 
headed by educator Dick Greening. Dur­ 
ing the discussion preceding the vote, 
however, board chairman Richard K. 
Jacoby interjected an objection voiced 
by Gail Steiger to one part of the recom­ 
mendation. Steiger could not be present 
last night. 
Jacoby said Steiger was critical of the 
stipulation that two semesters of biology 
or agriculture science were required to 
satisfy the state mandated science 
requirement. Jacoby said Steiger 
thought the field of possibilities should 
include other sciences such as physics 
and chemistry. 
The board finally approved the recom­ 
mendations — effective for the classes 
graduating in June 1977 — after presen­ 
tations on the subject by Wilde and Ray 
Oakes, district science consultant. Oakes 
said biology was a general term that 
covered both rudim entary and 
sophisticated courses in the field WUde 
noted that other science courses were 
open to the students as electives. 
As it stands now. a senior must have 
the following to graduate and qualify for 
a high school diploma: six semesters of 
English; six semesters of physical 
education (with the option to elect not to 
take PE in the senior year); two 
semesters of mathematics; two 
semesters of biology or six semesters of 
agriculture science; six semesters of 
social science including one semester of 
state requirements, one of U.S. history 
B and one semester of American govern­ 
ment 
A senior must have 220 credits for 
required and elective subjects or a total 
of 22 units to graduate. 
Tacked on to these requirements are 
additional requirements covering good 
conduct and attendance. 
The impact of the recommendations 
will reduce the number of semesters in 
social science from seven to six; will 
reduce the number of physical education 
semesters; will delete the former man­ 
datory eight semester attendance 
requirement and replace it with diploma 
unit completion requirements; will

time, she declared. 
The Lompoc operation is due to begin 
early in September, she declared, adding 
she felt Santa Maria had fallen behind in 
this respect. As for Santa Ynei Valley, 
Mrs. Demetrius showed, “this is strictly 
up to the county.” 
Mrs. Demetrius told the supervisors of 
the crisis, but did not ask for county 
money at the time of her appearance 
But she now says — after conferring 
with Steward - that she believes the 
“simplest thing” to meet the crisis 
would be to get some funding to carry on 
from the county’s contingency fund, as 
other county money is tied up in the 
adopted budget. 
The supervisors suggested that 
Steward explore the possibility of getting 
money from the county’s allocation of SB 
325 money — which is made up by tapp­ 
ing one quarter of one per cent of the

Difficulties there, she said, may lie 
with the fact that a showing must be 
made first that public transportation 
needs are being reasonably met before 
such money can be diverted. Steward 
said that if such money is used for this 


change the former graduation require­ 
ment for a senior student’s day from six 
classes to the number needed for 
graduation; will delete early graduation 
and mid-year graduation committees;

“It is my contention,” Wilde said, 
“that we are imminently near some type 
of competency base graduation require­ 
ment and my office would be remiss if it 
did not make recommendations toward 
this end. It is therefore, my recommen­ 
dation to expand the ad hoc committee’s 
recommendation to include the 
following:...” And WUde ticked off his 
recommendations on the further opera­ 
tion of the graduation requirement com­ 
mittee.

crash kills 65 
PRAGUE. Czechoslovakia (UPI) — A 
Czechoslovak airliner carrying 70 
persons crashed today while trying to 
make an emergency landing on a lake 
near the Austrian border. Airport of­ 
ficials said 65 persons were killed. 
Officials at Bratislava airport said five 
survivors received serious injuries 
No Americans were belkved aboard 
the Soviet-built Ilyushin 11-18 turboprop 
airliner that was on a domestic flight 
from Prague to Bratislava. . 
The plane was operated by the 
Czechoslovak national airline CSA. 
The airport officials said the pilot, in 
his last radio message, reported two of 
his four engines had failed and that he 
was going to attempt an emergency 
landing 
Witnesses said the airliner, trying to 
land at Zlaty Piesky Lake northeast of 
Bratislava, hit a concrete structure and 
broke apart. 
It was the second major air crash in 
Czechoslovakia in nine months. 
A Yugoslav DC9 charter aircraft 
bringing Czechoslovaks home from vaca­ 
tion cradled in fog on the outskirts of 
Prague last October 30, killing 68 persons 
and seriously injuring 27 others

Editor's note — This is the final article in a 
series on how Lompoc’s two freshman city coun- 
cilmen view their first 100 days in office.

After some three months of city council ser­ 
vice. Charles Ward is certain about his future on 
the council, but Joe Valencia hasn’t made up his- 
mind yet. 
Ward makes the definite statement that his 
first term will be his only stint as a councilman 
“I would like to do my thing for four years,’’ 
said Ward, “and I can see that it is foreseeable 
that at the end of four years, I would want to run 
again — but I am not going to.” 
He added. “You always have unfinished 
projects Say you’re in the process of building a 
new city hall, or getting a new industrial park — 
those are my two priorities — you'd like to see 
them resolved, just as I am sure Art Scott would 
like to have seen the senior citizen center 
opened. You’d like to be there and see the people 
come in and know that you’re a part of it. 
“I think four years are enough unless you real­ 
ly have the time. It takes a tremendous amount 
of time, ami I’ve got a legal practice and I have a 
wife and kids It’s like doing your bit in the ser­ 
vice. You owe the city something and you go pay 
it hick and then go about your business. I feel 
four years will be sufficient.’’ said Ward. 
Asked whether he would run again in four 
years. Valencia commented, “That’s like asking 
a swimmer who finally has his trunks on ana 
who is up to his ankles in water if he'd like to 
learn to swim. 
“If you ask me the same question 3M* years 
from now. I’ll have a little track record to look 
back on and will have a better feel for it. Right 
now I really don’t know.” 
Both Ward and Valencia were asked about 
their mayoral ambitions during their first term. 


“I certainly couldn’t do it at the present 
time,” said Ward. “I have no idea how to do it. 
Maybe toward the end of my term I’d be in­ 
terested in taking it on.” 


Ward thinks Valencia is “mayor material” 
and would do a good job at it because of his ex­ 
perience on the Parks and Recreation Commis­ 
sion. 


Valencia's reaction to the question was 
similar to Ward’s. 
“With a little experience, I might be able to 
serve the community as mayor,” he said. 
When all the 10 questions on which this series 
was based had been asked, both Valencia and 
Ward, even though their interviews were held 
separately and without consultation between 
them, came up with the same post script. 
Both have been greatly impressed by City Ad­ 
ministrator Gene Wahlers. 
“He amazes me” said Ward. “ He is terribly 
open; I am really surprised. I thought he would 
be somewhat guarded, but he lets you know his 
feelings, what he feels the position of the staff is, 
and he doesn’t try to con you. 
“I think the impression I used to have was the 
council sits there and Wahlers runs the city. 
That’s not it at all. His job is to give the council 
the facts as opposed to convincing the council as 
to what should be done. 
“I really think that he makes his recommen­ 
dations. but they are made on cold, hard facts. 
But if we ask for something else, we’ve got it. If 
we ask whether he’s looked at it from this side, 
he tells us if he hasn't and he immediately does. 
Then we get a memo saying what the outcome 
was. 
“When the council acts contrary to a staff 
recom m endation, there is absolutely no 
animosity about it. They accept the council’s 
decision and go about the business of getting it 
done.” 
Valencia commented, “We have an extremely 
thrifty city administrator. He finds ways to 
hitch rides tofneetings with others and secures 
free meals for us at banquets. 
“I find that I’m gone three days to a meeting 
with Wahlers and sometimes there are no ex­ 
penses to turn in. He knows the tricks of how to 
save money for the city. 
“His staff car,” Valencia continued, “has 
100,000 miles on it. Sometimes I hear of other 
areas of government where they are changing 
cars every 20.000 miles or so. I think it’s pretty 
good that Wahlers gets such good service out of 
his car." 
Valencia added, “I have been impressed by 
the good use of city funds There are no silly ex­ 
penditures. I’d like to see that continued.”

By MARGARET DUFFY 
Cal-Poiy Journalism student 
New in s ig h ts in to the 
material culture and social 
organization of the aboriginal 
Salinan Indians are being un­ 
covered by an Archaeological 
Field School at Mission San An­ 
tonio near Jolon. 
Sixteen students under the 
direction of Dr. Robert Hoover 
are excavating a neophyte dor­ 
mitory at the mission. The 
project is being sponsored by 
Cal Poly Extension, the con­ 
tinuing education service of Cal 
Poly. 
Mission San Antonio was es­ 
tablished in 1771, and the dor­ 
mitory was built five years 
later in 1776. The structure is in 
a “C” shape with what was 
found to be a kiln and firing 
area in the center. 
“There is a blend between the 
Spanish culture and that of the 
Indians,” Dr. Hoover, of Cal 
Poly’s Social Sciences Depart­ 
ment faculty, said. 
Cal Poly was invited to con­ 
duct an archaeological .field 
project at the mission by 
Brother Timothy Arthur. OFM. 
who wanted to find out more 
about the mission’s history. The 
dormitory is being dug up room 
by room. 
“When we are satisfied we 
are done with one room we 
move on to the next,” Dr. 
Hoover said. 
University students from 
throughout the United States 
are taking part in the school 
along with students from Cal 
Poly. 
Chris Hoepfner, from the 
University of Pennsylvania, 
read about the field school in an 
archaeological journal. 
“ I ’m very interested in 
archaeology and I saw this as a 
chance to travel and learn,” 
Hoepfner said 
Others from out of state in­ 
clude Dave Margotta from 
Rochester, Minn., and Chuck 
Kirschner from the University 
of Oregon, 
Organization of the school is 
similar to that found in a 


military squadron. Dr. Hoover 
oversees everyone as the 
project director. Just below 
him are Julia Costello of Santa 
Barbara, the lab director; 
Colonel W.B. Sawyer of Arroyo 
Grande, field director. Brian 
Vail of Lafayette, quarter­ 
master; and Alice Barnwell, 
chief cook and photographer 
The rest of those in the 
program are divided into four 
crew s. Each crew has a 
chief/recorder, an excavator 
and two screen ers. Crew 
m em bers ro ta te through 
various crew assignm ents. 
They also rotate KP duty. 
“We are very organized and 
enthusiastic,” one student com­ 
mented. “That’s why we get 
things done.” 
The students are guests of the 
Franciscan friars during their 
stay at Mission San Antonio. 
They are provided with fur­ 
nished single rooms with sinks. 
They have to provide their own 
bedding. 
“The adobe walls insulate the 
room s from the outside 
temperatures so they are a 
comfort to come back to,” 


Colonel Sawyer said. The 
temperatures have been as high 
as 1% degrees at the mission 
which is in Southern Monterey 
County. 
Students are also provided 
with three balanced meals a 
day, laundry facilities, hot 
water and electricity. 
Area Indians have visited the 
site once and are planning to 
visit again. A discussion 
followed their visit that evening 
about land rights. 
“It was very educational for 
both them and us,” Dr. Hoover 
said, “ It was good for them to 
see what their ancestors had 
done and where they had 
lived.” The visits of the Indians 
are sponsored by the Central 
Coast Indian Council. . 
Artifacts fpund by the Cal 
Poly Extension students during 
the past weeks have been 
various types of tile, worked 
bone that the Indians could 
have used as tools, and 
throwoffs from the kiln. 
“ The next week will be 
promising.” Dr. Hoover said. 
“We’re looking forward to each 
day as it comes.”

signs it m ight backfire

Ronald Reagan's selection of Richard Schweiker as his potential 
running mate has lost the Californian important endorsements and 
at least two delegates. But in some areas the selection has firmed 
up Reagan s support. 
John Connally endorsed Ford Tuesday. The former Texas gover­ 
nor who had remained neutral in the Ford-Reagan battle 
throughout the primaries, said the Schweiker selection was a fac­ 
tor. 
In addition. Gov. Meldrim Thomson of New Hampshire, the first 
major figure to endorse Reagan, withdrew his support saying he 
could not back a liberal like Schweiker. 
While many Reagan delegates in the conservative South voiced 
opposition to Schweiker, the 36-member Oklahoma delegation met 
in Oklahoma City Tuesday night and unanimously approved a 
resolution reaffirming "its total confidence and its complete sup­ 
port" of Reagan. 
UPI contacted 12 of the 20 Reagan delegates in Utah and found 
some unhappiness with the Schweiker selection, but no defection. 
Reagan lost one delegate in both South Carolina and Colorado as 
a result of Schweiker. 
The biggest test comes Thursday when the 105-member Penn­ 
sylvania delegation caucuses on capitol hill before going to the 
White House to meet with Ford. The delegation originally planned 
to meet with Schweiker. but the senator’s office said today he had 
no plans to talk with the delegates. 


The delegation was elected uncommitted.but the latest UPI count 
shows 79 supporting Ford, nine for Reagan and 15 uncommitted. 
UPI has been unable to detect any change in the delegation since 
Reagan picked Schweiker on Monday. 
In Plains. Ga., if Democratic candidates Jimmy Carter and 
Walter Mondale were entertained by the GOP warfare, they didn’t 
let on They spent most of Tuesday closeted with economic experts 
being briefed on various issues related to the economy. 
Carter's only comment on Connally was that he expected it 


would help Ford. 
On the GOP side, in a rash of events there were these deve­ 
lopments that did not bode well for the Reagan camp: 
— Connally, the big fence sitter often mentioned as Ford’s runn­ 
ing mate, endorsed the President, saying the Schweiker announce­ 
ment convinced him Ford “clearly” was the better choice. 
— Thomson, one of Reagan’s earliest and strongest supporters 
said he could no longer support the Californian because of his 
liberal running mate. He suggested a third presidential candidate 
might be proposed at Kansas City. 
— Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-Ill., chairman of Illinois citizens for 
Reagan, said he will work for the defeat of Schweiker as vice presi­ 
dent at the GOP convention in Kansas City. 
— Jack Wilson, a Reagan delegate in Colorado, switched to an 
uncommitted status because he found Schweiker “wildly liberal.” 
In Columbia. S.C.. Innez Eddings, an (uncommitted delegate, said 
she is now for Ford because of Schweiker. 
— Ford announced he would fly to Jackson, Miss., Friday to woo 
a 30-member uncommitted delegation that once had been con­ 
sidered strongly pro-Reagan, here were reports of heavy dis­ 
satisfaction with Schweiker there, and several delegates said they 
would like to see a Ford-Reagan ticket. 
— Michael T. Halbouty of Houston, chairman of “Oilmen for 
Reagan" and a Reagan delegate, said he had been up all night with 
telephone calls from Reagan delegates from oil states who were 
“unhappy and disenchanted.” 
All 100 Texas delegates are bound to Reagan for three ballots as 
the result of the primary. 
By late Tuesday Ford’s total, according to UPI’s count, stood at 
1,121. or nine short of the number needed to win the nomination. 
Ford had picked up one delegate each in South Carolina, 
Louisiana and Minnesota The latter two delegates said they made 
up their minds before the Schweiker announcement. 
Reagan had 1.065. a net loss of two. and there were 83 uncommit­ 
ted. 


new gas ceiling 
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Higher beef supply to lower price 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Con­ 
sumers can pick up bargains in 
beef these days because farm­ 
ers are losing up to $100 on 
every grain-fed steer they send 
to slaughter, the Agriculture 
Department says. 
Department marketing of­ 
ficials. in a special “ Food 
Marketing Alert" report urging 
consumers to buy more beef 
through August, added that 
farmers are reacting to the 
current period of heavy supply 
and low prices by cutting back 
on the number of cattle moving 
into feedlots and reducing the 
sizes of their herds. 
As a result, officials said 
Tuesday, beef supplies are like­ 
ly to run 19 per cent above year- 
earlier levels in the July- 


September quarter but proba­ 
bly will decline in later months. 
In a com panion report, 
meanwhile, economists said 
that while farmers’ prices for 
live beef cattle in June were 
28 9 per cent below a year 
earlier, retail beef prices were 
down only 10.8 per cent from 
June. 1975 
Consumers got the benefit of 
only a portion of the farm 
decline because middlemen’s 
margins in June were 26.5 per 
cent higher than a year earlier, 
the report said. 
Officials said retail prices for 
choice grade grain fed beef 
averaged $1.41 a pound in 
June.down 0 6 per cent from a 
month earlier. They said the 
farmer’s return for each retail 


pound of beef fell to 80.6 cents, 
down 0.7 per cent from a month 
earlier while the middleman's 
share was 60.2 cents, down 0.5 
per cent from a month earlier. 
Spokesmen reported that 
middlemen’s charges for 'a 
typical market basket of farm- 
produced foods in June rose 0.1 
per cent in June and were 5.7 
per cent above a year earlier. 
Farm returns for the market- 
basket foods, meanwhile, rose 
0.8 per cent in June but were 
about 4 per cent below a year 
earlier. 
In another food supply note. 
Agriculture officials said Tues­ 
day that summer fresh vegeta­ 
ble supplies, including onions, 
.probably will be “ very close” 
to year-ago levels with in- 


crea sed onion, pepper and 
celery production offsetting 
declines for lettuce, cabbage 
and tomatoes 
Experts said grower prices 
for fresh vegetables are sub­ 
stantially below a year earlier 
and warned farmers that “the 
usual summer season (price) 
decline will seem longer” this 
year. 
The report added that total 
supplies of most important can­ 
ned vegetables will be “ample” 
because big carryover stocks 
will offset major cutbacks in 
1976 production of many items. 
Supplies of processed sweet 
com and snap beans may be 
smaller, but stocks of canned 
peas will be bigger than needed 
for normal use. experts said. 


DETROIT (UPI) - A United 
Auto Workers official says an 
initial contract proposal by 
General Motors is one of the 
“harshest, most far-reaching, 
tum-the-clock-back" set of de­ 
mands he has seen in 28 years of 
collective bargaining. 
GM was expected today to an­ 
nounce record quarterly earn­ 
ings for any industrial company 
in history. 
"This is the harshest, most 
far-reaching. 
tum-the-clock 
back set of demands I have ever 
seen since I’ve been bargaining 
with GM.” UAW Vice Presi­ 
dent Irving Bluestone said 
Tuesday. 
"If GM is really serious about 
this take-away program, then it 
is headed for trouble with this 
union and knows it.” 
The company's proposals in­ 
cluded copayment by uni n 
members of health care bills, 
arbitration by a third party 
before a local union could strike 
and a sep arate wage and 
benefit package for GM’s non­ 
automotive employes. 
Wall 
S t r e e t 
a n a l y s t s 
predicted GM would report it 
earned a record $900 million to 
$920 million — the highest for 
any quarter in any year in its 
history and nearly three times 
what it earned a year ago 
If the figure topped $915 
million, it would be a quarterly 
earnings record for an industri­ 
al company. Exxon, ranked 
first in net income for in- 
Coastal bill still 


dustrials last year, had its 
record quarter in the final three 
months of 1974 with $840 
million. 
AT&T earned more than $939 
million in the quarter that 
ended May 31 of this year, but it 
is classified in the utility, 
r a t h e r th a n i n d u s t r i a l , 
category. 
The Ford Motor Co., which 
will release its quarterly earn­ 
ings on Thursday, dealt with 
many of the same issues Tues­ 
day when it made its offer to 
the UAW and cited, “the need 
to moderate the rate of labor 
cost increase and the need to 
operate our facilities effective­ 
ly and fully.” 
Chrysler Corp. announced 
record second quarter earnings 
on Monday of $155.1 million, 
and the UAW responded by 
placing the No. 3 automaker 
back on the list of possible 
strike targets. 
In Tuesday’s contract propo­ 
sals. the top concerns of both 
GM and Ford included absen­ 
teeism. overtime, grievances, 
p o lic ie s 
c o v e r i n g 
new 
employes, health care costs and 
Supplemental 
Employment 
Benefits. 
Ford has been mentioned as 
the most likely strike target in 
the contract talks that started 
last week for 680.000 workers. 
However, both sides have said 
they are confident a crippling 
walkout can be avoided this 
year when contracts expire 
Sept. 14. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
coalition of consumer, labor 
and local government groups 
marshaled strength today to op­ 
pose the proposed new higher 
ceiling for natural gas that will 
cost the average household an 
extra $15.60 a year. 
In an effort to spur new 
production, the Federal Power 
Commission announced Tues­ 
day it will allow producers to 
charge nearly triple the previ­ 
ous national ceiling for gas 
committed to interstate sales. 
The commission estimated 
the average home’s natural gas 
bill will increase $15.60 a year. 
A group of organizations 
headed by Energy Action asked 
the FPC to delay the decision, 
and also drew up court papers 
for a suit challenging the new 
rates. A spokesman for Energy 
Action said it is joined by more 
than a dozen other groups, in­ 
cluding the State of Minnesota, 
the United Auto Workers, the 
U.S. Conference of Mayors, the 
National Farm ers Union, and 
others. 
The previous national ceiling 
for gas destined for interstate 
sales was 52 cents per thousand 
cubic feet. 
The FPC ruled Tuesday a 
producer can charge $1.01 per 
thousand cubic feet* for gas 
dedicated to interstate sales 
between Jan. 1, 1973. and Jan. 1, 
1975, and $1.42 per thousand 
cubic feet for gas committed to 
interstate sales after that time. 
Only where existing contracts 
signed during those periods 
have reopening clauses for 
reconsideration of rates, could 
those contracts come to the 
new high price.

The Nether­ 
lands (UPI) — Soviet chess 
grandmaster Viktor Korchnoi 
defected to the We« because be 
feared he would never be 
allowed to play outside the 
Soviet Union again, a leading 
Dutch chess expert said today. 
Korchnoi, co-winner of a 
chess tournament that just 
ended in Amsterdam, walked 
into a police station Tuesday 
and asked for political asylum. 
A Justice Ministry spokesman 
said the government would 
decide on the request In about 
two weeks 
Dutch grandmaster Jan Hein 
Donner said Korchnoi, one of 
the world's top chess players 
and a contender for the world 
crown, feared he would not be 
allowed out of the Soviet Union 
again because of his criticisms 
of world champion Anatoly 
Karpov, also a Soviet citizen. 
After he criticized Karpov in 
an interview with a Yugoslav 
newspaper in 1974, Korchnoi 
was not allowed to play outside 
Eastern Europe for two years, 
Donner said in an article in the 
newspaper De Volkskrant 


Korchnoi, the second promi­ 
nent Soviet to seek refuge in the 
Netherlands in two weeks, mis 
taken to a secret hideout Tues­ 
day to await the government’s 
decision on his request 
Korchnoi. 45. a Leningrad 
historian and semi finalist in the 
1974 world chess champion «lip 
tournament, left his wife and a 
17-year-old son behind in the 
Sqviet Union. 


Korchnoi’s Russian coach 
Alexander B Roshal described 
Korchnoi as an impulsive, often

Trade balance 


in June shows 


heavy deficit 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
U.S. balance of trade, which 
showed a surplus in May for the 
first time this year, fell into a 
sizable deficit in June 
But Commerce Department 
officials, who made the an­ 
nouncement Tuesday, said they 
aren’t worried—the deficit is 
an indication the United States 
is in substantially better finan­ 
cial health than the rest of the 
world, and is therefore buying 
more than it Is selling. 
The departm ent said the 
United States last month Im­ 
ported $377.3 million more in 
goods than it exported, largely 
because of big oil imports This 
represents the second largest 
U.S. trade deficit in two and 
half years, exceeded only by 
last March’s $650.9 million 
deficit.

Riot rips Ventura jail

unsentenced inmates 


A force of 22 s h e riff’s 
deputies and 12 firemen brought 
the rioting under control at 10 
p m , and deputies said there 
were no other disturbances

smoke inhalation and released, 
and an inmate was treated at 
the scene for a bruised hand 
other injuries were reported.

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From Denmark to Solvang 


Bethania Church considered one 
of most authentic 'transplants' 


By KING MERRILL 
Appearing as though it has 
been transplanted from a 
Danish rural setting to Solvang, 
the Bethania Lutheran Church 
along Atterdag Road represents 
a true example of the finest in 
the Grundtvik style of architec­ 
ture. 
It is regarded by SolvanR resi­ 
dents of Danish descent and the 
host of visitors who tour the 
church each year from Den­ 
mark as one of the most im­ 
pressive authentic Danish sights 
to be found in Solvang. 
Hans C D 
Skytt, one of 
Solvang’s first residents, 
designed and built the church. 
The cornerstone was laid in 
brief and simple ceremonies 
Sept. 11. 1927 by the Rev. Evald 
Kristensen. one of Solvang's 
first Lutheran clergymen. 
Doors to the church were 
opened for the first service in 
July of 1928. 
The church edifice features a 
gleaming white exterior and 
red tiled roof. The grounds sur­ 
rounding the building are at­ 
tractively planted to junipers, 
small pines, and lawn. The 
building is constructed of rein­ 
forced concrete and its interior 
is also traditionally Danish. 
The handcarved wooden 
pulpit contains the figures of 
the Disciples Peter and John 
and the Apostle Paul, as well as 
the figure of Ansgar, the mis­ 
sionary who first carried the 
gospel message to the Scan­ 
dinavian countries, and of 
Martin Luther, founder of the 
Lutheran Church. 
The carvings on the oaken 
altar and pulpit were created 
by the late Jes P. Smidt of West 
Denmark. Wis. 
Hanging from the ceiling is a 
large model of full-rigged ship 
which faces the altar. 
According to Johannes 
Knudsen. writing in the Danish 
Kirke og Folk, “the Danish 
custom of hanging the replica 
of a sailing vessel in the church 
sanctuary is widespread in 
Denmark and in churches of 
Danish origin in America. It 
has two sources of origin. 
"The custom of giving the 
replica of a ship to the sanc­ 
tuary is very ancient It can be 
traced back to times long 
preceding Christianity. The an­ 
cients believed that the offering 
of a miniature ship would as­ 
sure a safe voyage for the ship 
and its crew 
"Such a gift is called a votive 
offering. In the Christian era 
the magic character of this act

faded away, but the tradition of 
carving and rigging a replica of 
the ship in which a retired 
seaman had spent his life 
remained as a hobby of many 
an old salt and what better 
place could it be hung than in 
the parish church 
"This folk custom coincided 
with an ancient Christian 
metaphor of comparing the 
church itself to a ship Even to 
this day. we call the main sanc­ 
tuary of our churches the 
‘nave.’ and this name is ob­ 
viously derived from the Latin 
word uavis. which means ship 
and which is the origin of such 
words as navy’ and ‘naval.1 " 
Another explanation of the 
presence of the ship in a church 
is that a person’s soul is a ship 
cast upon the sea of life, guided 


to safety only by God. 
The ship at Bethania was 
presented to the congregation 
by Mrs. R A Morgan of Santa 
Cruz in memory of her parents. 
Mr and Mrs. Rasmus Jensen. 
It was obtained in Denmark and 
brought to the Church in 
Solvang by the late Rev. 
Benedict Nordentoft. founder of 
the one-time Atterdag College. 
The bell in the 60-foot high 
church tower once hung in a 
powder factory in Santa Cruz. 
Andrew Jensen, who worked in 
the powder plant, obtained the 
bell when the factory building 
was razed 
He presented it to the 
Bethania congregation with the 
thought "it would be better that 
it rings for peace than for war." 
A major addition to the 


church plan, a parish hall, was 
dedicated May 2.1961. Creation 
of the $105.000 T-shaped struc­ 
ture reflects the ingenuity and 
industriousness of the church 
members and the community- 
at-large 
The entire project was built 
almost entirely by members of 
the 
c o n g re g a tio n 
who 
volunteered their labor. 
The parish hall contains Sun­ 
day School rooms, a meeting 
room, a large auditorium and 
kitchen and a stage with adja- 


cent dressing rooms. The hall 
contains 10,000 square feet of 
floor space. 
The large hall serves as the 
site for wedding receptions, 
musical programs, community 
events, and luncheons and din­ 
ners. Most prominent guests 
who have dined there are Queen 
Margrethe II and Prince Henrik 
of Denmark who were feted at a 
luncheon in the auditorium last 
May. 
The Rev Carlo Petersen is 
pastor of Bethania and he has 
held the post since Feb. 26,1961. 
Pastor Petersen came to 
Bethania from Ringsted, la. He 
received his theological train­ 
ing at Grand View College, Des 
Moines, and will mark his 
silver an n iv e rsary as a 
Lutheran clergyman next year. 
Pastor Petersen succeeded 
Rev. A. J Farstrup as pastor. 
Rev. Farstrup. who had been 
one of P astor P etersen’s 
professors at Grand View, left 
Bethania to become president 
of the American Evangelical 
Lutheran Church He held that 


position in Des Moines for two 
years until a merger of 
churches resulted in the forma­ 
tion of the Lutheran Churches 
in America. He later served as 
Regional Secretary of Home 
Missions in Denver and Orinda. 
Rev. Farstrup will soon 
retire as pastor of a church in 
Tyler. Minn., and with his wife 
will make their home in 
Buellton. 
Another important event in the 
life of Bethania will occur by 
the end of July or during early 
August with the arrival of the 
church's new $42.000. 21 rank 
organ. The organ is due to be 
shipped soon from the Phelps 
Organ Co., Erie, Pa. 
All of the funds for the organ 
were raised by members of the 
congregation since December 
of 1973. Work on reconstructing 
the balcony in the church to 
provide space for the new 
organ will get underway next 
saeek. 
Church organists are Mrs. 
Rose Knoies. Mrs. Marie Jeger. 
Mrs Thvra Larsen, and Mrs.

D. Johnson aU voted to have 
Transportation Director Leland 
Steward proceed with the 
separate negotiations. 
The two other committee 
members — County Supervisor 
James M Slater, of Goieta, 
and Stanley Radom. of Santa 
Ynez Valley — voted "no" on 
the grounds that these opera­ 
tions should go out to bid 


Miller told Steward to take 
the proposed new pacts — when 
negotiated — directly to the 
Board of Suerpvisors for confir­ 
mation. But he advised Steward 
to contact the committee if he 
ran into problems 
The vote favoring separate 
pacts came after a lengthly ses­ 
sion of the committee in Santa 
Barbara The session resulted 
from complaints that had come 
to the attention of committee 
members regarding insurance 
problems involving Luke’s ren­ 
tal fleet of 31 1958 model cars, 
and other matters, including

Harris trial races toward 
end in day of surprises 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 
trial of William and Emily 
Harris raced toward a conclu­ 
sion in a burst of courtroom 
su rp rises T uesday with 
Patricia Hearst volunteering to 
testify against her former com­ 
rades and the Harrises resting 
their case without presenting a 
defense. 
The Harrises maintained the 
prosecution's case was so 
flimsy and marred by reversi­ 
ble legal errors they don't need 
one. 


The turnabout announcement 
that Miss Hearst had offered, 
on her own and without promise 
of immunity.to testify against 
the Harrises brought angry 
shouts of “deal" from the 
defense. 


Because the defense rested, 
however, there will be no 
chance for her to appear. The 
trial appeared ready for closing 
arguments and submission to 
the jury next week. 
In another key development. 


Superior Court Judge Mark 
Brandler declared lie detector 
tests had cleared 14 sheriff’s 
deputies and court employes of 
suspicion of planting an old 
new spaper headlining the 
Hearst kidnaping in the jurors’ 
bathroom. 
The defense asked for a 
declaration of mistrial, arguing 
that if deputies and court 
workers were not involved the 
newspaper must have been 
smuggled in by one of the jurors 
in an attempt to sabotage the 
trial, since no one else could 
reach the bathroom. 
The motion was to be argued 
today with the jury out of court. 
Tuesday's session opened 
with prosecutor Samuel Mayer- 
son’s announcement that Miss 
Hearst had offered through her 
law yer to appear for the 
prosecution. 
Defense attorney Leonard 
Weinglass angrily charged that 
M iss H e arst — who was 
charged with the Harrises and 
faces trial in January on the

TOKYO (UPI) - Japanese 
prosecutors today indicted the 
president erf a major Japanese 
airline and one of his aides on 
charges of illegally receiving 
$536,000 from the Lockheed 
Aircraft Corp. 
TOjuji Wakasa. 61, president 
of All Nippon Airways, and 
Toshio Fujiwara. 46, were in­ 
dicted by the Tokyo district 
prosecutor’s office on two 
counts each of violating Japan’s 
foreign currency control law. 
Fujiwara is ANA’s executive 
operations controller. 
Wakasa had been under 
arrest since July 8. Fujiwara 
was arrested a day earlier 
The indictments came one 
day after the arrest of former 
Prime Minister Kakuei Tanaka 
on suspicion of receiving $1.66 
million from the Lockheed 
Aircraft Corp. 
The indictment said the two 
men received the money in the 
summer of 1974 in Japanese yen 
from John W. C lu tte r , 
Lockheed’s Tokyo represen­ 
tative. 
Technically Wakasa and 
Fujiwara were charged with 


violating Japan's foreign cur­ 
rency control law, which for­ 
bids Japanese to receive money 
secretly from foreigners 
Tanaka, 58. was the first 
politician taken into custody in 
the five-month probe into what 
is regarded as Japan's Water­ 
gate. Tokyo newspapers report­ 
ed today he had virtually admit­ 
ted receiving the ilegal funds 
from Lockheed, which spent 
more than $12 million in Japan 
to promote sales of its aircraft. 
Fifteen other persons, most 
of them business executives, 
have been jailed in connection 
with the bribery case and there 
was speculation other high- 
placed p o litic ia n s would 
be arrested soon 
- Japanese businessmen said 
Tanaka’s arrest could stall the 
country's economic recovery 
and Prime Minister Takeo Miki 
said it had touched off “the 
worst crisis our party has ever 
faced."

BEALE AIR FORCE BASE 
(UPI) - The Air Force’s SR71 
reconnaissance jet set six 
major speed and high altitude 
records Tuesday, surpassing 
two speed marks held by the 
Russian MIG25 foxbat. 
Air Force officials said one 
flight, over a 625-mile closed 
course at 2,086 miles per hour, 
beat the world absolute speed 
record of 1,853 miles per hour 
set in 1967 by the Soviet fighter. 
It also eclipsed the MIG25’s 
world class record, flown with a 
payload at 1,815 mph. The SR71 
carried a payload of 2,200 
Dounds. 
* The SR71 also established un­ 
official world absolute and 
world class speed records over 
a 15-25 kilometer straight 
course with a flight of 2,189 
mph. The previous mark of 
2.070 mph was set in May 1965 
by the YF12A, a prototype 
sister ship of the SR71. 
Later in the day, the aircraft 


set new unofficial world abso­ 
lute and world class altitude 
records for horizonal flight with 
a flight of 86,000 feet. The 
previous record of 50,257 feet 
was established in May 1965 by 
the YF-12A. 
The SR71 was designed and 
built by Lockheed at its Bur­ 
bank, Calif., plant by an ad­ 
vanced development projects 
group. The plane was assigned 
to the Strategic Air Command’s 
Ninth Strategic Reconnais­ 
sance Wing at this air force 
base near Marysville. 
The flights were made over 
remote desert areas of Califor­ 
nia, Nevada, Utah and Arizona. 
In 1974, the SR71 set a trans- 
Atlantic record by dashing 
from New York to London in 
one hour. 54 minutes and 56 se­ 
conds. The same plane a few 
days later added another mark 
with a three-hour. 47-minute 
and 35-second flight from 
London to New York 


Toy designer runs amok, kills 
„I^ tionj weather 


three coworkers and himself 


CHICAGO (UPI) - A toy 
designer ran amok in the 
fortresslike home of Kissy Doll, 
Robot Commando and Mr. 
Machine Tuesday and killed 
three fellow employes, serious­ 
ly wounded two others, then 
committed suicide. 
The killer was Albert Keller, 
33. a mid-mannered, efficient 
and well-liked man, who ap­ 
parently thought some of his 
colleagues at the Marvin Glass 
and Associates Firm were out 
to kill him. 
Homicide commander Joseph 
DiLeonardi said Keller had 
pieces of paper in his socks in­ 
dicating 14 persons he planned 
to kill — including two of those 
who died. 
It was reported Keller had 
written “paranoia?" Then, “no 
... now you will know why I am 
doing all this.” 
Two of the dead were top ex­ 
ecutives of Marvin Glass, an in­ 
ternationally known toy firm, 
which has produced such 
playthings as Kissy Doll. Robot 
Commando, Mr. Machine and 
an assortment of Eve! Knievel 
toys. 
The offices on Chicago's Near 
North Side are as closely 
guarded as a fortress, to keep 


outsiders from stealing the 
latest secrets in toys in the 
highly com petitive in ter­ 
national industry. But Keller 
was not an outsider. He had 
been doing good work for the 
firm for four years. 
His wife and mother of their 
^-year-old daughter said she 
saw him preparing to take a 
pistol to work. She said he 
asked why and was told, 
“Someone at work is trying to 
kill me. But everything will be 
okay." , 
Keller got to work at 9:30 
a.m. — an hour and a half late. 
At 9:55. he walked into the of­ 
fice of Anson Isa a con, 56, the 
firm's chief executive officer, 
and killed him with a shot in the 
head from a 9mm pistol. 
Joseph Callan, 34, another 
partner in the firm, was in 
Isaacson's office. He too. died 
of a bullet in the head. 
DiLeonardi said Keller then 
walked down the hall to another 
office and shot Donald F Nix. a 
designer, in the back. He tried 
twice to shoot Burton Meyer, a 
firm partner, but missed. 
He continued down the hall,

Senate votes new limits on who 
can eyeball income tax returns 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Senate has voted new limits on 
who can see and use a tax­ 
payer's income tax return. 
The action buttresses "the 
right of all Americans to be 
secure from government snoop­ 
ing into their private tax infor­ 
mation.” said Sen. Lowell 
Weicker, R-Conn, after the 
Senate Tuesday approved a 
major section of the tax revi­ 
sion bill. 
The approval is tentative 
because it is subject to later 
reconsideration as the Senate 
completes the lengthy bill and 
the H ouse a d ju s ts d if­ 
ferences. 
"One of the main crimes to 


come out of Watergate was the 
use of tax returns for political 
purposes.” Weicker said. 
One provision would require 
the president to ask in writing 
for access to a tax return, and 
the information could go only to 
the president and certain other 
officials. 
The Justice Department, if it 
wanted to see returns, would 
have to show “probable cause” 
the taxpayer was violating the 
law. for a court to allow access 
to the return in a nontax mat­ 
ter 
Before the Internal Revenue 
Service could furnish any tax 
information to another agency, 
the agency would have to set 


procedures “satisfactory to the 
IRS for safeguarding the tax in­ 
formation it receives.” the 
Senate Finance Committee said 
in a report on the bill. 
The bill would make certain 
unauthorized disclosures felo­ 
nies rather than misdemeanors, 
with a prison penalty of up to 
five years and fine up to 16,000. 
It also would set standards 
for those who prepare tax 
returns as a business. It would 
exempt winnings from state lot­ 
teries. keno games, bingo and 
slot m achines from with­ 
holding requiremnts. 
While the Senate debated the 
major tax bill, the House Ways 
and Means Committee ap-

proved a bill Tuesday that 
would ease in some ways and 
tighten in others the current 
taxes on estates and gifts. 
The bill includes: 
— A combined credit for es­ 
tate and gift taxes, to replace 
the current separate exempt 
tions of $60,000 and $30,000, 
respectively. The effect would 
be to exempt from taxation the 
first $120.667 of the combined 
value of the estate and lifetime 
gifts 
— An exemption for the first 
$260.000 of the value of property 
left to a spouse. 
— A change in valuation of 
property for estate tax pur­ 
poses. Under present law, an 
active farm might be worth 
$10.000 for agriculture but 
$100.000 in potential commer­ 
cial development 
The bill would permit valua­ 
tion at the farm or business 
value if such method did not 
reduce the overall value by 
more than $500.000. Qualifica­ 
tion for that benefit would in­ 
clude that the property “must 
have been used or held for use 
as a farm or other closely held 
business for five of the last 
eight years prior to being 
bequeathed.” 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
state minimum wage will go up 
to $2.60 an hour, and farm 
workers must be paid overtime 
for the first time under sweep­ 
ing regulations adopted by the 
Industrial Welfare Commis­ 
sion. . 
The five-member commis­ 
sion during a day-long session 
Tuesday also imposed tough 
new rules for working condi­ 
tions for 5.5 million of the 9 
million California workers. 
Under the comprehensive 
regulations, which take effect 
in October, agricultural work­ 
ers will be eligible for overtime 
after 10 hours of work in one 
day and 60 hours in one week. 
The state never before 
required overtime and only a 
few of California’s 250,000 farm 
workers now receive it under 
union contracts. The state stan­ 
dard for most other industries 
is for overtime to begin after a 
40-hour week or an eight-hour 
day. 
The minimum wage, which 
affects 1.6 million California 
workers, was raised from $2 to 
$2.50 an hour on a 3-2 vote by the 
commission. 
Two persons appointed by 
former Gov. Ronald Reagan 
and one named by Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr. voted in 
favor of the increase. Voting 
against it were one Reagan ap­ 
pointee and one member named 
by Brown. 
Proponents of the hike argued 
it was needed to offset inflation 
and noted the last increase oc­ 
curred in 1974. when the state 
minimum wage went from $1.65 
to $2 an hour. 
But Commissioner Jackie 
Walsh, a Brown appointee and 
member of the culinary union, 
said she voted "no” because. “I 
don't feel anybody can make a 
living on $2.50 an hour. It 


should have been higher.” 
Nodding in agreement was 
commissioner Mike Elorduy, a 
T e a m st e r union official 
appointed by Reagan. 
The state minimum super­ 
sedes the federal base wage of 
$2.20 or $2.30, depending on 
eligility. The state rate has 
been more than the federal 
scale several previous times 
but fell below it during the 
Reagan administration. 
The minimum wage provision 
was included in a parcel of 
broad regulations, first 
proposed in May, that range 
from how much an employe can 
lift to new definitions of the 
workday. 
The commission’s orders ex­ 
tended to all adult workers the 
protection previously in force 
for only women and minors. 
Some p ro p o sa l s were 
substantially scaled down since 
the original draft was released. 
For example, the commission 
exempted babysitters from the 
state minimum wages. The ef­ 
fect is that babysitters will con­ 
tinue to receive the federal 
$2.20 minimum 
A commission aide said the 
babysitter hike was withdrawn 
because commissioners were 
deluged with complaints by 
working women who said they 
were only working at the 
minimum wage and could bare­ 
ly afford babysitting at the $2.20 
level. 
Under the final rules, 
employers must obtain the con­ 
sent of at least two-thirds of the 
employes before instituting a 
10-hour, four-day work week. 
Also, employers will be 
required to provide uniforms 
and tools, except for workers 
who earn at least twice the 
minimum wage or work at 
crafts in which employes 
traditionally supply their own

North counting on Ricky

When Woody Hayes spends Christmas Day at your house, 
it's a fairly safe bet that one of the members of your family 
is a football player of considerable reputation who also hap­ 
pens to be a high school senior trying to decide which college 
to attend. 
Woody Hayes, Woody Himself, Ohio State’s tantrum 
thrower, media intimidator, beloved and respected football 
coach — and charming recruiter — spent Christmas Day 
1975 in the home of the Johnson family in Santa Maria. 
The Johnsons have a 6-0,190-pound son who runs extremely 
well with the football. His name is Ricky and he made 
Hayes’ Christmas a merry one by agreeing to attend 
Woody’s school. 
But before Ricky leaves for Columbus, he’ll give a farewell 
performance for Central Coast fans. He'll be the tailback on 
the North squad in Saturday afternoon’s Santa Barbara 
County North-South All-Star Football Game (La Playa 
Stadium, Santa Barbara, 2 p.m.). 
The county's six Boy’s Clubs will benefit from the game, 
and the North will likely benefit from Johnson’s presence. 
The North has yet to beat the South in five tries, but Johnson 
could make the difference. 
As North coach Mike Warren said, “When you give the ball 
to Ricky Johnson, almost anything you do looks good." 
Warren went on to mention that Johnson will certainly carry 
the ball a lot, probably 25 times or more. 
With Lompoc’s hard-nosed Rick Walker leading the block­ 
ing at fullback. Johnson should present an interesting 
challenge for the South defense. 


Carrying the Santa Maria Saints’ offense on his shoulders 
last season. Ricky set a school rushing record of 1,727 yards. 
The Saints went undefeated in league (5-0), and he was 
awesome, gaining 1,099 yards in 132 carries (8.3 yard 
average) and scoring 11 touchdowns. 


Against San Luis Obispo, Johnson carried 24 times (his 
league low) for 327 yards. His least effective performance 


was 157 yards against Lompoc. 
“We stopped him,” said Warren, Lompoc coach, “but we 
wore ourselves out doing it. Keying on Johnson, the Braves 
let Saint quarterback Tony Saffo slip through their defense 
for two long back-breaking runs. 
Ricky was named the Northern League’s Most Valuable 
Player, and, naturally, the Outstanding Offensive Back. 
His style is not deceptive. He gets a good jump, runs low to 
the ground, and explodes into the defense. Rarely is he 
brought down by one defender, and if he does find daylight, 
he has enough speed to tuck away long yardage. In league he 
had runs of 78. 58, 54 and 48 yards. 
“I jusi get my three yards,” said Johnson, modestly 
describing his style. “After that, it’s gravy. I just try to hit 
the line as fast as 1 can. 1 wish I was quicker. I’ve been work­ 
ing on my starts.” 
He’s also been lifting weights this summer while not busy 
working at a strawberry shed, and he’s added five pounds to 
his frame. 
Ricky is the son of a pastor, who moved his family from 
Oxnard to Santa Maria when Ricky was a freshman 
Both Tom Hawkins, his coach at Santa Maria, and Warren, 
speak highly of Johnson. “I’m not only impressed with his 
ability,” said Warren, “but by his coachability and deter­ 
mination. He’s an extremely hard worker and an open, 
friendly kid.” 
Ricky was recruited by USC, Arizona State, Washington, 
and Woody Hayes. He chose Ohio State because “I can’t run 
back home from there.

Basketball gold for U.S. 
Larrieu makes 1 500 finals 


MONTREAL (UPI) - Francie 
Larrieu Lutz, although running her best 
time ever, barely qualified for the 
semifinals of the Olympic 1,500-meter 
race today when she finished sixth in her 
trial heat. 
Also qualifying for Thursday after­ 
noon’s semifinals was Jan Merrill od 
Waterford. Conn.. who placed third in 
her heat, but Cyndy Poor of San Jose, 
Calif., failed to advance. 
Lutz, from Long Beach, Calif,, and 
considered to be America’s best woman 
distance runner, had a time of 4:07.21, 
which bettered her own U.S. record of 
4:08.10. and gained the final qualifying 
berth. The 18 qualifiers for the semis are 
the first four finishers in each of the four 
heats plus the two others with the fastest 
times, 
“This is the first time in a long while I 
have had a chance to run against the 
East European girls," Lutz said. “I’m in 
the best shape of my life as you probably 
can tell by my time.” 
Russian Tatiana Kazankina, who won 
the 800 meters in world record time on 


Monday, qualified easily for the 1,500 
meters semifinals with a time of 4:12.10, 
more than 16 seconds slower than her 
world record. 
Only one American girl qualified for 
the semifinals of the 100-meter hurdles 
as Debra LaPlante of Belleville, Mich., 
finished fourth in her heat with a time of 
13.51 seconds. Eliminated were Rhonda 
Brady of Gary. Ind., and Pat Donnelly of 
Tucson. Ariz 
East German Annelie Ehrhardt, the 
world record holder and defending Olym­ 
pic champion, qualified for this after­ 
noon’s semifinals with a time of 13.49. 
In the only men's qualifications this 
morning, the U.S. advanced both of its 
long jump specialists, Arnie Robinson of 
San Diego, Calif„ and Randy Williams of 
Fresno, Calif., into Thursday’s finals. 
Robinson, the bronze medalist in the 
1972 Munich games and the favorite for a 
gold in Montreal, jumped 26 feet, 1 inch, 
while Williams, the gold medalist at 
Munich, qualified at 28-1-%. 
On Tuesday night, the star spangled 
team that many experts felt didn’t 


belong here won back the gold medal 
most Americans felt they never lost. 
But, if the truth be known, the 
youngest ever United States Olympic 
basketball team was more concerned 
with vindicating its own image than 
avenging the country’s highly controver­ 
sial 51-50 loss to Russia in the 1972 
championship game at Munich. 
From day one of training camp, the 
makeup of the team had been bitterly 
criticized because seven of the 12 
members were from the Atlantic Coast 
Conference. Four of those were from the 
University of North Carolina, coached by 
Dean Smith, who also happened to be 
coach of the Olympic squad. 
The critics were answered with startl­ 
ing swiftness when the Americans, 
whose team motto was “sacrifice,” 
crushed Yugoslavia, 95-74, Tuesday night 
to reclaim the single most important 
medal in the eyes of most Americans. 
“The best motivating force behind this 
team was all the talk and complaining 
about the players who were selected,” 
said Smith. 


Adrian Dantley, who led the American 
effort with 30 points, had to leave the 
game for 3Vk minutes during the second 
half after Drazen Dalipagic, Yugos­ 
lavia’s high man with 27 points, gave him 
an elbow above the right eye. 
“The guy went up for a jump shot and I 
just stood there,” explained Dantley, 
first-team All-America from Notre 
Dame.

Decathletes: A rare breed 
Jenkins struggles to 200th win

EUGENE. Ore. - (NEA) 
Sixty minutes after he had 
scored more points than any 
decathlon performer in the 
history of the world, Bruce 
Jenner was out running 
along Agate Avenue, border- 
ing the O regon tra ck 
stadium w heré he had 
strained his guts over a 34- 
hour period. 
Two hours after that he 
was at a steak house drink­ 
ing a beer, sipping on some 
Cold Duck — compliments of 
the house — and eating a 
Reuben sandwich. It takes 
Jenner a long time to come 
down from the rigors of the 
10-event spectacle that cap­ 
tivates the track ami field 
world every four years. 
“ Two w eek s.” he es­ 
timates. “before Г т back to 
normal " Right now he’s 
returning his body to get 
ready for the O lym pic 
decathlon test at Montreal, 
for which he’s been pushing 
himself the last half dozen 
years. 
Decathletes only come out 
of the woodwork every four 
years. At the National AAU 
meet in 1974. Bruce Jenner 
— claimant to the title of 
world’s best athlete — per­ 
formed before 100 people in 
Eugene. A couple of years 
before that, in the same 
event, there were 187 people 
in the Los Angeles Coliseum 
At Montreal, there’ll be 
70.000 to watch him duel 
with Nikolai Avilov of the 
Soviet Union, the defending 
Gold Medal winner. 
And after that? Well, 
that's where 28-year-old 
Bruce Jenner illustrates the 
supreme hustle of Olympic 
competition. 
A lready, at E ugene's 
Hayward F ield for the 
Olympic trials, he was 
trailed d iscreetly by a 
Hollywood agent who'll be 
his manager, by a young 
novelist who is collaborating 
on an autobiography, by a 
Beverly Hills lawyer who'll 
make sure that all deals are 
beneficial, and by his own 
entourage of friends, family 
and hangers-on 
Jenner has the handsome. 
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rugged looks of an Austrian 
ski instructor. He is built 
perfectly for his event, at 8-2 
and 195. He’s glib and quick- 
tongued. His Prince Valiant 
haircut frames his face just 
right. He even has a striking­ 
ly beautiful blonde wife. 
Chrystie, who has worked 
these last four years as an 
airline stewardess while 
Bruce has concentrated 100 
per cent on perfecting 
himself as a decathlete 
“ When I look at O.J. 
Simpson carrying a football, 
I say. What a great athlete.’ 
But a d e c a th le te has 
qualities that merit the title. 
He has to be fast. He must 
run distance. He has to 
throw three ways. He has to 
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jump three ways. 
“It’s an event of modera­ 
tio n . You h ave to be 
moderately good in a lot of 
things.

Bruce Jenner grew up in 
New York and Connecticut 
as the typically good all- 
around schoolboy athlete.

decided to give it one more 
try for the next Olympics." 
They moved from New 
York to San Jose, where a 
track and field cult of cham­ 
pions was setting up a train­ 
ing base. He trained inten­ 
sively 11 hours a day. Among 
his exercises was an uphill 
sprint of 300 yards on the 
Stanford U niversity golf 
course, followed by a jog 
down, repeated 20 times in 
succession. He also ran 10 
miles a day. 
In setting a world’s record 
high of 8.538 decathlon points 
in the recent Olympic trials, 
Jenner had better perfor­ 
mances in six events — the 
100-meter dash. 110-meter 
high hurdles, high jump, 
pole vault, discus and javelin 
— than the individual gold 
medal winners in those 
events at the ’28 Olympics in 
Amsterdam. 
Last year at Eugene in a 
dual meet with the Russians, 
he defeated Avilov and set a 
world's decathlon 
record. 
There has been criticism 
from the Eastern bloc na­ 
tions that Jenner doesn’t 
work for a living while their 
athletes at least nominally 
hold down jobs. The charge 
amuses him. 
“I’m more motivated,’’ he 
says, “ in what I’m doing 
than 90 per cent of the 
American people.” And he 
can apparently afford it on 
Chrystie s salary They live 
in a two-bedroom town house 
and own a Porsche and a

“ The future looks in­ 
teresting.” says Bruce, "if I 
pull off the Games.

MONTREAL (UPI) 
There wasn’t only one 
touch of irony during the gold medal awards to 
the United States' Olympic basketball team; 
there were two. 
The first one had to do with the actual draping 
of the medals around the necks of the 
triumphant Americans Lord Killanin, president 
of the International Olympic Committee, was 
the man who took cart of that little detail, but 
did you happen to catch the name of the official 
who assisted him? 
It was William Jones of Great Britain, 
secretary-general of the International Amateur 
Basketball Association and the same man who 
ordered the replay of the final three seconds of 
the game between the U S and the Soviet Union 
for the gold medal in the 1972 Olympics at 
Munich. Originally, the U.S. beat the Russians. 
50-#,.in that contest, but given another chance, 
the Russians prevailed. 51-50. The U.S. players 
were so outraged, they refused to accept the 
silver medals for second place. 
None of the players on the U S team, which 
beat Yugoslavia 
99-74. Tuesday night at 
Montreal Forum, ever heard of William Jones 
before, much less knew who he was. They all 
shook hands with him. 
Then they accepted their gold medals proutfly. 
ami one of those who did was Mitch Kupchak 
from Brentwood. N Y . who pumped in 14 points 
Kupchak is an affable 6-foot-10 center who 
finished his college basketball career last winter 
at North Carolina His coach there was Dean 
Smith, who also coached the U.S. Olympic team, 
for which Kupchak played center throughout the 
Olympics. 
Now here’s where the second touch of irony 
comes in The Washington Bullets made Kup­ 
chak their first-round draft choice and rather 
than risk an injury which might imperil his 
professional career 
he originally decided 
gainst playing on the Olympic team 


“When I was standing up there on the platform 
waiting the gold medal. 1 thought what a fool I 
was to have even considered not playing on the 
Olympic team," Kupchak revealed after the vic­ 


tory over the Yugoslavians 
It wasn't an easy decision to make. I thought 
about a lot of things that could happen What if I 
got hurt tonight’ Washington would be foolish to 
sign me. wouldn't it? I could’ve been jeopardiz 
ing my entire professional career. It’s funny, but 
I’d go to bed saying I’m not going to try out for 
the team and wake up saying I would try out I 
talked to a lot of people but nobody tried to in­ 
fluence me. My parents said ‘Do what you think 
is right.’ I said to myself, what do you wanna do, 
Mitch? Do you wanna go out and win a gold 
medal or watch it on tv? Then it became easy." 
Kupchak meant making the decision, not mak­ 
ing the team He decided to try out for it 
After it was formed, the U.S. team came in for 
considerable criticism. most critics feeling the 
big weak spot was at center where two of the 
nation’s best ones. Robert Parrish of Centenary 
and Leon Douglas of Alabama decided against 
playing with the team, and a third. Kent Benson 
of Indiana, couldn’t due to a wrist injury. 
Mitch Kupchak plays center, too. so you couio 
imagine how he felt every time he heard or read 
where the U.S. Olympic team was “weak ” He 
knew they meant him 
Maybe that’s why he was beaming ao much 
after getting his gold medal 
“I’m so happy ” smiled the curly-haired, 22- 
year-old New Yorker “This is the summit I 
think It’s pretty good that a team with only four 
players won the Olympics.'’

What did he mean ‘four players ”? 
"Well, we didn't have a center, did we?” 
Kupchak said, smiling some more 
There was • great deal of talk about "vin­ 
dication’’ Tuesday night, moat of it by newsmen 
who kept asking the victorious U.S. players if 
thev felt their victory this time was vindication 
for what happened against the Russians in the 
last Olympics 
The U.S. players hardly knew how to handle 
the question because none of them were on the 
1972 team which lost in Munich 
Mitch Kupchak was the only player who felt 
vindicated, and the Russians had nothing at all 
to do with that either.

Pingpong competition and 
straight-from-the-shoulder co­ 
unseling from two health care 
advisers has greatly improved 
morale at the Alaska State Jail 
here, according to officials 
The program was initiated 
four months ago by Barry Levit 
and Dean Pushruk of the 
Norton Sound Health Corp., a 
federally funded health organi­ 
zation serving 8.000 villagers in 
Northwest Alaska. 
Their entry into the field of 
prison counseling was an of­ 
fshoot of another program in­ 
volving problem drinkers. But 
before Levit and Pushruk could 
get to the prisoners, they had to 
win the trust of jailers, to con­ 
vince them that the purpose of 
the program was not to create 
dissatisfaction among the in­ 
mates. 
Once Levit and Pushruk sur­ 
mounted that hurdle, they put 
up signs inside the sparsely fur­ 
nished concrete basement jail 
advising of their availablity. 
The program has been winn­ 
ing praise ever since. 
“From what I’ve seen, it’s 
great.” said Ed Murphy, as­ 
sociate superintendent. 
Murphy, who is about to 
retire after 10 years service as 
a jailer, said the counseling 
program “fills an urgent need.” 


“Before, counseling was on a 
kind of a hit-and-miss basis,” 
he explained. “ Even though 
I’ve known most of the guys 
here since they were kids, Levit 
and Pushruk have a rapport 
with the men that myself and 
the other guards here don’t 
because we represent au­ 
thority.” 


During a recent visit, Pu­ 
shruk lit up a cigaret for an in­ 
mate strumming a guitar .while 
Levit introduced a visitor in the 
small dining area and then got a 
discussion going on the pos­ 


sibility of laying out a special 
Eskimo meal. 
Although 99 per cent of the in­ 
mates are Eskimos, prison food 
is strictly the white m an’s 
variety. Murphy, who is famil­ 
iar with the area’s “soul food/’ 
said he could see no problem if 
a local senior citizens group 
could spring for the meal. He 
explained the prison “just is not 
budgeted for it.” 
Mainly, however, Levit and 
Pushruk wander around the 
dormitory talking to the in­ 
mates about personal problems 
— whether someone needs a 
lawyer, an educational pro­ 
gram, a family matter, any­ 
thing the prisoners want to dis­ 
cuss. 
But it was only after one dis­ 
traught inmate hanged himself 
that Levit and Pushruk started 
getting aggressive in their 
c o u n se lin g , seek in g out 
problems before they became 
. insurmountable. 
Nevertheless some of the 
time spent during their visits is 
for fun and games. They do bat­ 
tle against the inmates at the 
ping-pong table, something the 
guards never did. And they in­ 
itiated weekly trips to the local 
armory to play basketball. 
They also advise in work- 
release situations, permitted 
under state guidelines. And oc­ 
casionally a prisoner might get 
a court-ordered furlough which 
allows for his release Into 
Pushruk’s or Levit’s custody 
during the day. to cash a check 
or have a cup of coffee at a 
local cafe. 
“Just getting out of that base­ 
ment jail does wonders for 
some of them ,” explained 
Levit. “That is especially true 
in winter months when it is 
daylight only three or four 
hours.” 
“It is sort of like a light at the 
end of the tunnel,” added 
Pushruk.

Foreign fishing fleet 
is behaving itself 
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SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The foreign fishing fleet off the 
coast of California is active 
these days, but the Coast Guard 
says it is obeying all laws and 
observing all treaties. 
The foreign fleets, particular- * 
ly the Soviet fishermen, are 
seif-poiicing and cooperating 
fully with the United States, a 
Coast Guard spokesman said. 
The Soviets, for instance, 
maintain an enforcement tug at 
the southern limit of their 
fishing zoiMi and have Imposed 
their own extra three-mile buf­ 
fer zone to insure that all 
agreements are kept. 
The Coast Guard check on 
these fishing fleets includes 
random flights over the waters 
from San Luis Obispo north to 
the Oregon border. These 
flights are both at nitfit and 
during the daytime and enable 
the Coast Guard to keep track 
of the ships, to tell by their 
equipment the sort of fishing 
they are doing and in general to 
supervise the taking of fish off 
the coast 
The Coast Guard also goes 
aboard the ships from time to 
time to check their catches 
And the spokesman reported 
that these visits reinforce the 
belief that the fishermen are 
doi ng 
the i r 
b e s t 
to 
cooperate 
The Coast G uard has a 
threefold mission in connection 
with the offshore fisheries. 
First, it must enforce the laws 
within the 12-mile limit, se­ 
cond. it checks for violations of 
treaties outside that limit and, 
third, it takes a census of the 
fish population 
On March 1,1977, this mission 
will change because on that 
date the U S. limit will be ex­ 
tended to 200 miles 
On a typical seven-hour 
flight such as was flown July 9, 


th e C o a s t Guard pl ane 
catalogued 31 ships, ft) of them 
from the Soviet Union. 'Hie 
others were six from South 
Korea, three from Poland and 
one each from Japan and 
Bulgaria. 
Mostly the fishermen are tak­ 
ing hake — a food fish in their 
own country but a trash fish 
that no one in the United States 
wants. 
But despite Coast Guard 
vigilance, there are many mis­ 
conceptions on the part of the 
public about the offshore 
fishing fleets of other countries 
Many people think they are tak­ 
ing the food out of American 
mouths— although there are 
few. if any. American mouths 
that would chew up and swallow 
hake. 
Also recently a picture was 
circulated purporting to show 
huge piles of crab traps on the 
decks of a South Korean vessel. 
“These were not crab traps, 
but pots for black cod,” the 
Coast Guard spokesman said. 
“The South Koreans string out 
10 to 15 miles of these pots 
* which are baited and sit on the 
bottom. The cod force their way 
in and are pulled up The con­ 
struction of the pots is such that 
it would be almost impossible 
for a crab to get in- he would 
have to go way out of his way 
and really want to get in. 
“Besides, we have boarded 
the vessels and found that 
had cod aboard and no crab ’

"in recent weeks have again 
demonstrated that it is not pos­ 
sible for our High Commission 
effectively to discharge their 
normal duties."

Crosland said two 
weeks of British government 
advice to "seriously consider 
leaving" had left between 200 
and 300 Britons there. 
"Those who remain are most­ 
ly residents of long standing 


who well understand the risks 
which they fun in staying in 
Uganda," Crosland said. 
"I have taken this decision 
with deep regret," he said. 
"This is the first time that we 
have severed relations with a 
Commonwealth country. 
"We have no quarrel with the 
people of Uganda .and we look 
forward to the time when it 
may be possible to renew our 
traditionally close relation­ 
ship," Crosland said.

South Africa calls 
for conciliation meet 
UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - 
South Africa, denying its forces 
killed 24 Zambian villagers in a 
July 11 raid, has called for 
"conciliation and rommunica 
tion" with black African na­ 
tions to ease the continent's 
racial turmoil. 
"The South African govern­ 
ment has no knowledge of an at­ 
tack on a Zambian village at 
Sialolo on July 11,” South 
African Ambassador Roelof F. 
Botha told the Security Council 
Tuesday. "The South African 
government at no time author­ 
ized and would not authorize at­ 
tacks on Zambian villages." 
Botha was replying to de­ 
mands by Foreign Minister 
Siteke Mwale of Zambia that 
the council strongly condemn 
South Africa for an attack July 
11 on a camp in Zambian 
territory bousing members of 
the South West Africa People’s 
Organization 
The nationalist 
group is attempting to drive 
South Africa out of South West 
Africa (Namibia.) 
The council scheduled a 
meeting later today for which 
nonaUgned members were pre­ 
paring a lengthy resolution 


denouncing South Africa for the 
alleged attack, commending 
the freedom movement in 
Namibia and declaring the 
"liberation of southern Africa” 
as a prerequisite for peace and 
security. 
The resolution also threat­ 
ened Pretoria with political. 
economic and military sanc­ 
tions, 
"I appeal to the Council not to 
mete out condemnations, 
criticisms and pejoratives on 
South Africa," Botha said "We 
need conciliation We do not 
need vituperation 
We need 
communication We do not need 
exacerbation." 
Botha said his government 
welcomed Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger's recent talks 
with Prime Minister John 
Vorster on means of easing 
racial tension that threaten the 
white minority governments in 
both South Africa and Rhode­ 
sia,

Meet James 
EarI Carter Jr. and Walter ‘Fritz' Mondale 
All you ever wanted to know about Democratic ticket 


United Press International 
Early in the primary cam­ 
paign someone asked the little 
known presidential contender 
from southern Georgia how he 
answered the question “Who is 
Jimmy Carter?” 
James Earl Carter Jr., who 
will be 52 on Oct. 1, flashed his 
now famous smile and replied: 
'i'm a husband of 30 years, 
father of four, farmer, en­ 
gineer. scientist.” He paused, 
then continued, “a Christian, 
politician, businessman and a 
lot of other things.” 
“I am." Carter says, “a com­ 
posite of what my experiences 
have been.” 
His experiences are varied. It 
would be a mistake to single out 
one trait or role and make that 
the total Jimmy Carter. 
He is a product of the “black 
belt” of the rural South, but he 
has lived in New York state and 
Hawaii ami on two oceans. He 
never has been elected to 


national office, but he has tough 
ideas about streamlining the 
bureaucracy and making it 
more accountable, financially 
and otherwise. 
He is a fundamentalist Bap­ 
tist. but he views the Christian 
faith as both intimate and 
world-changing. He speaks with 
a soft Georgian drawl, but it 
masks high intelligence, 
erudite language and an appe­ 
tite for knowledge. 
Carter, the first member of 
his father’s family to graduate 
from high school, reads vora­ 
ciously — three or four books a 
week, by his count. He read 
Tolstoy's massive “War and 
Peace” at 12 — and several 
times since. He knows the Bible 
inside and out. 
Jimmy Carter grew up in 
Archery, little more than a str­ 
ing of houses along a winding 
road just west of Plains. He 
was one of four highly 
motivated Carter children. 


He got a wartime appoint­ 
ment to the Naval Academy, 
and graduated in 1946. As 
nuclear propulsion was deve­ 
loped he entered the nuclear 
submarine program under the 
iconoclastic Adm. Hyman Rick- 
over. whom he later described 
as one of the greatest influ­ 
ences in his life. 
Ten years later, still in the 
early stages of a naval career 
he sometimes says would have 
carried him to the joint chiefs 
of staff, his father died am] 
almost abruptly Carter re­ 
signed his commission and 
returned to Georgia. 
After a few years building the 
financially shaky family peanut 
business into its present mil­ 
lion-dollar status, he entered 
politics at the local level; went 
to the state Senate in 1962, ran 
unsuccessfully for governor in 
1966 and won a four-year term 
in 1970. . 
During that term he made the 


decision to seek the presidency. 
Carter acknowledges that his 
hopes for restoring unity and 
hope to America reflect the way 
that he *— a complex person 
has devoted himself to a single- 
minded goal that now seems 
within his grasp. 
He believes his ability to at­ 
tract people with little in com­ 
mon, to diminish their dif­ 
ferences, to apply balm to “a 
people deeply hurt by Water­ 
gate, Vietnam, the bombings in 
Cambodia, the CIA revela­ 
tions,” probably is the heart of 
his remarkable 1976 campaign. 


'Hie family home lies in “the 
heart of the redlands” in South 
Georgia, a strip of red clay 
loam running diagonally across 
the state. It is one of the 
nation’s leading peanut produc­ 
ing areas and is part of the 
"black belt” — rural counties 
in the South more than 50 per 
cent black. 


“One of the strongest and 
best of my experiences is my 
relationship with poor people, 
particularly blacks,” Carter 
said. “That’s where I come 
from. That’s where I lived. 
Those are my people.’ 


Methodist is Baptist's running mate 
United Press International 
A year ago “Fritz” Mondale 
decided he did not have the 
heart for a grueling run for the 
presidency. Now he is Jimmy 
Carter’s choice for a running 
mate. 
Walter Mondale, appointed to 
the U.S. Senate in 1964 when 
Hubert Humphrey was elected 
on the Lyndon Johnson ticket, 
is the son of a Methodist 
minister. 
He was raised in small towns 
in southern Minnesota, and 
always has been in the right 
place at the right time. Or so it 
has seemed to many who have 
watched the rise of Mondale, 
now 48, in the Minnesota 
Democratic Farmer Labor 
Party since he was appointed to 
his first two political offices. 
In 1960. Miles Lord, now a 
U.S. district judge, resigned as 
Minnesota attorney general. 
Gov Orville Freeman was look­ 
ing for a capable person to help 
keep the fledging DFL hold on 
state government when he 
spied the bright-eyed, cleancut 
and promising assistant at­ 
torney general with solid 
political credentials. 
The appointment, on May 4, 
1960, shocked some older DFL 
officials who were worried 
about the approaching election, 
but Mondale was quick to 
demonstrate he knew the art of 
politics from organizing at the 
county level to running a booth 
at the state fair. 
In November, Freeman, the 
seasoned political veteran, was 
defeated in his bid for a fourth 
term while Mondale, the 32- 
year-old freshman, was winn­ 
ing by 250,000 votes. That was 
the year John Kennedy won a 
narrow victory in Minnesota to 
help him take the presidency. 
Mondale in the 1962 guber­ 


natorial election supported 
labor-backed Karl Rolvaag. 
who won by 91 votes. Rolvaag 
later was to appoint Mondale to 
the Senate. 
Soon after taking office as at­ 
torney general, Mondale 
started cracking down on of­ 
ficials who had mismanaged 
the Sister Elizabeth Kenny In­ 
stitute, the famed polio treat­ 
ment center in Minneapolis. 
There were trials and convic­ 
tions on illegal fund-raising ac­ 
tivities and Mondale received 
attention and accolades. 
So when the time came for 
Rolvaag to pick a replacement 
for Humphrey. Mondale was a 
leading candidate. 
At the urging of Humphrey 
and other DFL leaders, 
Rolvaag gave up any idea 
he. had of taking the Senate seat 
himself and appointed the pop­ 
ular young attorney general 
Mondale kept strengthening 
and improving his organization 
within the party structure and 
went on to score re-election 
triumphs in 1966 and 1972. 
And he came to the forefront 
on the national scene, concen­ 
trating his efforts in such fields 
as campaign reform, the health 
and well-being of children and 
federal intelligence agencies 


As chairman of the subcom­ 
mittee on children and youth, 
Mondale has led investigations 
and worked on legislation in 
such areas as child care, adop­ 
tion and foster care, and 
children’s charities. 
Last year he was considering 
entering the race for the 
presidency, at one point saying 
he was 99 per cent sure he 
would make the race. 


But, surprisingly, he decided 
against running, saying a

They have three 
children, Theodore, Eleanor 
Jane, and William. 
He served two years in the

It was after Carter graduated 
from the Naval Academy at the 
age of 21 that he courted with 
gardenias and soon married 18- 
year-old Rosalynn Smith, 
whose family had lived in the 
Plains area even longer than 
the 210-year tenure of the 
Carters. Her father -was a 
mechanic, 


Jimmy and Rosalynn Carter 
have four children. Hie three 
sons, John W. “Jack,” 28; 
James E III “Chip,” 26; and 
Jeff, 23, are married. The 
whole family has been cam­ 
paigning for more than a year. 


Jack is a law graduate of the 


school at the University of Min­ 
nesota. then entered private 
law practice in Minneapolis.

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Alcoholism is physical, not mental 
disease, says man who's been there 


SEATTLE (UPI) - Dr. 
James R. Milam, who’s been 
there, is convinced beyond a 
doubt that alcoholism is a 
physical ailment and not a men* 
tal one. 
This solid stand has put him 
in direct opposition to some of 
those engaged in treating 
alcoholism, but Milam refuses 
to waver. In fact, he has gone 
on the attack on the lectern and 
in print to say in effect that if 
social workers, psychiatrists 
and psychologists would substi­ 
tute reality for myths, both 
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they and the public might be 
able to effectively combat 
alcholism. 
M ilam, him self a psy­ 
chologist, operates an alcoholic 
treatment clinic known by the 
acronym Alcenas, in nearby 
Kirkland and has written a 70- 
page monograph entitled “The 
Emergent Comprehensive Con­ 
cept of Alcoholism“ in which 
his thesis is expounded. 
“ The myth persists that 
alcoholism is a moral weakness 
and not a respectable disease,” 
Milam said in an interview with 
UPI. 
He pointed out that it was not 
uncommon for scientific facts 
to accumulate but to remain 
dormant until a deeply entren­ 
ched, prevailing belief is finally 
challenged and superseded by a 
radically different premise. 
“The field of alcoholism is 
just such an impasse and the 


belief that must be overturned 
is none o th e r than the 
most cherished certainty 
throughout history and all the 
world today: the belief that 
alcoholism is caused by, and a 
symptom of a ‘deeper’ psy­ 
chological problem." 
He pointed out that in the 
Middle Ages, alcoholism was 
believed to be caused by 
demonic possession or moral 
degeneration. More recently, 
the mental health professions 
have inherited the problem 
from the clergy and a whole 
range of modern-day invec­ 
tives, such as “personal in­ 
adequacy" and “ character 
defect," have been substituted 
for the earlier defamations. 
“The semantics have chan­ 
ged," said Milam, “but the 
basic cultural belief has re­ 
mained uncorrected. Thus, the 
scientific sounding language of

mental health is merely the 
latter-day expression of the 
age-old indictment that fixes 
the blame and shame and 
stigma firmly on the character 
of the individual. 
Milam’s stand is quite sim­ 
ple: 
a lc o h o lism 
is 
a 
physiological disease, not a 
mental one. People become 
alcoholics because their body 
chemistry — their metabolism 
— cannot cope with the alcohol 
they drink. 
“They have problems be­ 
cause they drink." said Milam. 
“They don’t necessarily drink 
because they have problems." 
There is a difference in 
susceptibility to alcoholism, he 
added. Some people drink 
socially for varying periods of 
time before the first symptoms 
develop. Others have early 
symptoms at the start of drink­ 
ing. Still others have advanced 
symptoms when they first 
drink. 
He also said it was “well es­ 
tablished" that some alcohol­ 
ics do have one or more 
measureable 
predisposing 
physical conditions, such as 
hypoglycemia, liver or brain 
pathology, 
d i e t a r y or 
metabolic 
deficiencies, 
pituitary, adrenal or other glan­ 
dular irregularities. Others ap­ 
parently develop such condi­ 
tions only with varying amounts 
and duration of drinking. 
For alcoholics who start with 
the ability to metabolize and 
utilize alcohol more effectively 
than others — those who seem 
to be able to hold their liquor — 
there is no reason to expect to 
find any kind of physical 
deterioration until the progres- 
sie adaptation has led to exces­ 
sive drinking. 
“If we are to respect the 
research evidence," Milam 
said, “then the earliest symp­ 
toms of progressive ‘relief 
drinking’ can only be explained 
on the basis of physical adapta­ 
tion, not on the basis of psy­ 
chological disturbances or lear­ 
ning." 
And those who think relief 
drinking refers to relief of men­ 
tal and emotional problems 
should be reminded that neither 
the rate of mental illness 
among alcoholics nor the rate 
of alcoholism among the men­ 
tally iU is any different than the 
rates among the general pop­ 
ulation. he said.

Sen. Smith and our coastline 


At this late date, a ray of 
hope exists for California’s 
coastline in 1977, but only if 
our state legislators can move 
very quickly and approve a 
recently proposed measure by 
Senator Jerry Smith of San 
Jose. 
Smith’s bill would retain a 
strong state role in coastline 
planning and management 
and, according to some of its 
supporters, would contain two 
essen tia l in gredients of 
coastline protection: clear cut 
policies which will guide 
development and cannot be 
“interpreted; and a govern­ 
ment mechanism to imple­ 
ment the program. 
A p red ecessor b ill by 
Senator Anthony Beilenson of 
L.A. which contained some of 
the basic ingredients of the 
Smith bill but went much 
further in defining what was 
coastline and what was not, 
was killed by the Senate 
Finance Committee in early 
June, thus leaving California 
with no coastline protection 
law s, as such. With the 


legislature’s 
adjournment 
August 31, all hope for coastal 
protection will be lost for the 
time being, and all restraints 
on development will end, un­ 
less Smith’s measure is pas­ 
sed. 
For his part, Smith is trying 
very hard to sell his bill as in 
support of controlled growth 
rather than no growth, saying 
“we’re talking about making 
sure the coast and its environs 
are protected at the same time 
w e 
have 
l o g i c a l 
development.” 
Labor, business and local 
government are predictably 
opposed to the measure, as 
they have been opposed to all 
such measures in the past. The 
League of California Cities 
and the state Chamber of 
Commerce both complain 
somewhat about the authority 
given the Coastal Commission 
to hear appeals of local zoning 
decisions. 
However, 
the 
League was in support of the 
already mentioned Beilenson 
bill after negotiations, and 
support from the group is

hoped for again. 
We feel very strongly that 
with approval of Proposition 
20 in 1972 the people who live 
in California told their 
legislators they want their 
coastline protected from 
further carte blanche develop­ 
ment. 
. Compromise is the byword 
of politics, and that is perhaps 
Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
the only way the system will 
work. On the other hand, for 
the legislature to adjourn 
come August 31 not having 
hammered out a coastline 
protection measure for the 
governor to sign shows little 
sign of compromise and a lot 
of indication that what the 
voters want doesn’t mean 
much in Sacramento. 
We are sure any coastline 
protection legislation will fail 
to satisfy environmentalist 
and developer alike, and would 
hope that with Prop. 20 firmly 
in mind the men who propose 
the amendments to Sen. 
Smith’s bill move in favor of 
the coastline rather than in 
favor of its development.

Pell's campaign 


The contest between Senator Claiborne 
Pell and the muses comes now to a head, 
and it repays concentrated thought to 
what is involved The upcoming climax 
is scheduled for July 29. At that point, 
Senator Pell will use all the traditional 
prerogatives of a senator, and every in­ 
choate prerogative of a senator, to block 
the relevant commit­ 
tee from voting to 
schedule hearings on 
the renomination of 
Ronald Berman as 
d ire c to r 
of 
the 
National Endowment 
for the Humanities. 
My 
own 
old- 
fashioned com m it­ 
ment to the private 
sector brings me to 
doubt the necessity of 
the NEH, w hich 
wasn't around to sub­ 
sidize Mark Twain, the Golden Age of the 
Metropolitan Opera, or the proliferation 
of public libraries at the turn of the cen­ 
tury. Still, if you are going to have 100- 
million-dollar programs to invigorate 
the humanities and the arts, there is one 
thing about which one has to be 
scrupulously concerned: No affirmative 
action for mediocrity. Paradoxically, it 
was Senator Pell who proposed the 
National Endowment programs in the 
first instance. It is he who is now trying 
to dismember the humanities program. 
How? By suggesting that the money be 
disbursed, instead of by a central in­ 
stitute. by local arbiters elegentiae. It is 
quite im proper to suppose that 
Providence, Rhode Island, is without 
men ami women greatly talented in their 
recognition of scholars and writers and 
artists. It is preposterous to assume 
that the same high standards that have 
governed Professor Ronald Berman 
would govern Senator Pell’s satrap in 
Rhode Island 
Indeed. Senator Pell spoke excitedly 
(how else might one speak, and come up 
with such a thought7) about making 
money available to garage mechanics to 
create sculpture in their off hours. I 
think it totally admirable that artisans 
should in their leisure hours write fic­ 
tion. paint canvases, and fashion sculp­ 
ture. or make music; and utterly un­ 
reasonable to subsidize these endeavors 
by federal tax money. Local tax money 
is itself unfruitfully disbursed for the 
subsidy of hobbies; the notion that 
federal money should go to such 
enterprises is a discouraging capitula­ 
tion to parochial vainglory. 
Ronald Berman is a Shakespeare 
scholar. He wrote perhaps the most 
perceptive book on the 60’s. Politically 
he is a conservative. His fairmindedness 
has however, earned him the universal 
support of senators, scholars and poets 
with views sound and unsound He has 
made mistakes, as anyone would 
spending that much money in a year, But 
his eclectic interests, his passion for ex­ 
cellence, his humane concern for both 
high scholarship and broadly appealing 
entertainment (the NEH put up the 
money for The Adams Chronicles) make 
him the ideal man to preside over a 
board composed of distinguished 
citizens. To dismember that operation by 
establishing 50 state cultural patronage 
centers is, simply, to throw away 
whatever merit lies in the plan in the 
first instance * 
The Senate, whose liberal members 
always speak of the necessity to free 
themselves of the accretions of a history 
marked bv the obstructive leverage of 


individual members, nevertheless is ap­ 
parently undecided on whether to yield 
to Senator Pell. And this notwithstanding 
that the editor of the prestigious Journal- 
Bulletin of Providence, Mn. James 
Doyle, has written a searing indictment 
of the Pell Plan. 
Mr. Doyle, who is a member of the 
Rhode Island Comm ittee for the 
Humanities, looks witheringly at the 
chummy plans of Senator Pell ip the 
post-Berman age. Doyle quotes Pell as 
speaking enthusiastically about §1,000 
grants for "m om and pop store 
operators’’ to pursue latent interest in 
the G reat Books, or $500 to a 
“ lum berjack with aspirations of 


historical research.” Said sums to be 
disbursed by state administrators ap­ 
pointed by the governor. 
Bring on that reorganization, says Mr. 
Doyle, and he will resign from Rhode 
Island’s own committee — “and, I think, 
Mr. Pell, I will not here be a minority of 
m e.” 
The crucial vote is that of Senator 
Harrison Williams of New Jersey, the 
chairman of the Labor and Public 
Welfare Committee. On July 29 the com­ 
mittee will set up a date for a public 
hearing on the Berman appointment. Or 
it will table that appointment. If it does, 
the Phillistines will have won an impor­ 
tant victory.

Ghost town 
on the Potomac 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Now that 
the country is 200 years old the things 
that go bump in the night in this town 
may be other than Jerry Ford falling on 
his bean or callgirls entertaining the 
legislators. 
Legend has it that historic figures nor­ 
mally make their reappearance on earth 
two centuries after 
their deaths, and so, 
the nation generally 
and 
the

specifically may be in 
for spooky futures. 
You know, like boo. 
Ben F ra n k lin in 
bed sheets 
Silly? Not in super­ 
stitious Washington, 
where senators can be 
observed avoiding the 
13th step to the Capitol 
and where the best- 
read features in the newspapers, other 
than the ads for massage parlors, are the 
astrology charts. Indeed. American 
politicians have been occupied with the 
supernatural from the beginning. There 
is evidence that many founding fathers 
were guided to some degree by the occult 
arts. George Washington, for one, was 
almost regularly being visited by vi­ 
sions, apparitions and outer chilling in­ 
terlopers 
So accustomed to the eerie has 
Washington become, actually, that the 
bicentennial ghosts will hardly be 
noticed for the crowd of specters already 
here G. Washington, for example, has 
already been seen numerous times, 
riding his mare across the lawn of Mount 
Vernon. Judge Advocate Joseph Hart, 
who sentenced the Lincoln assassins to 
death, takes regular strolls down First 
Street searching for public assurance 
that his decision was just There is even 
a nude ghost, naturally; she is altogether 
in the altogether and employes at the In­ 
donesian embassy say they can’t wait to 
be scared by her again. 
The Capitol building is a tavorite of 
ghosts here. There is reportedly a 
Demon Cat who roams the corridors, 
particularly in the basement, and who 
has been seen so many times by so many 
truly frightened people that some 
employes refuse to walk the halls alone 
at night. It’s rumored the demon caused 
one guard to die of a heart attack 
And then there is the spirit of the un­ 
fortunate stonemason, said to have been 
trapped in the Capitol walls when it was 


built; he can be seen walking about with 
his trowel in his hand, no doubt looking 
for back pay. Or he may be looking for 
the “chicken ghost,” whose presence 
was revealed by former congressional 
doorkeeper William Miller, who swore 
he could hear the damned thing ducking 
at all hours. 
There seems to be only one former 
member of Congress haunting the 
Capitol. He is William Taulbee, who in 
the late 1900s was shot and killed during 
an argument with a reporter. Admitted­ 
ly, that was carrying freedom of the 
press too far, and many believe that 
Taulbee has made certain the scribes 
know it. There are stains on the steps 
leading to the House press room which 
are said to be the remains of Taulbee’s 
blood. They cannot be washed away nor 
scraped off by decades of wear. And 
every now and then some unseen force 
reaches out of the steps to knock a jour­ 
nalist on his duff.

Only one thing troubled Harry about 
the spooks Why, he wondered dryly, 
would any self-respecting spirit want to 
come back to Washington?

A m erican 
Telephone and Telegraph, the telephone 
colossus, has asserted the right to snoop 
into the personal records of its 
customers. 
This startling claim was made in court 
testimony, which has been sealed. Com­ 
pany executives acknowledged behind 
closed doors that they 
had confiscated the 
long-distance records 
of a former employee. 
“ They were our 
records, and I wanted 
to see them,” testified 
Chester Todd, the cor­ 
porate official who 
sent for the records. 
The sealed testimony 
made clear that AT&T 
fe lt it a lso had 
proprietary rights to 
anyone else’s telephone records. The 
company treated its erstwhile employe, 
according to the testimony, “like just 
any other customer.” 
This would seem to fly in the face of 
AT&T’s proclaimed regulations, which 
specify that private phone records can be 
obtained only by court subpoena. Then 
the customer is supposed to be notified. 
What AT&T proclaims in public and 
what it ctoes in secret, however, don’t 
necessarily coincide. This is apparent 
from the case of James Ashley, who was 
fired from his job as an assistant vice 
president for Southwestern Bell. After 
his abrupt departure, his telephone calls 
were inspected without subpoena and 
without notice. 
AT&T, of course, pulls the corporate 
strings, which operate the vast Bell 
system. Ashley claimed he was fired by 
Bell for refusing to participate in its 
political corruption. He swore that he 
had been compelled to donate $50 per 
month to an illegal political slush fund. 
Bell executives were also required, he 
said, to make other regular cash con- 
trituions to the slush fund. Afterward, 
the executives recovered the money by 
submitting false vouchers, he charged. 
Another Bell executive, T.O. Gravitt, 
allegedly was driven by his conscience to 
kill himself over the internal corruption. 
He left a suicide note charging that 
“Watergate is a gnat compared to the 
Bell system.” Both Ashley and Gravitt’s 
widow are now suing Southwestern Bell 
According to the sealed testimony, 
three company officials admitted that 
they had seized Ashley’s long-distance 
records. “All the records were sent to 
me,” testified Todd. “I finally sent them 
to the legal department.”

ack n o w led g ed 
th a t 
Southwestern Bell’s lawyers could deter­ 
mine from the records whom Ashley had 
been calling — information that could be 
used to fight his lawsuit. But a company 
official swore that Ashley’s records were 
confiscated merely to check on his 
telephone charges. 
Footnote; A spokesman told us that 
AT&T feels Ashley's telephone records 
belonged to the company. He denied that 
the records were used to investigate 
Ashley. 
WHITE HOUSE CHAOS - White 


House operations have been reduced to a 
state of controlled chaos, according to 
sources on the inside. The prevailing 
confusion can be blamed, in part, on the 
frantic effort to keep Gerald Ford in the 
White House. 
But the problem has its roots, our 
sources suggest, in the transition days 
when President Ford’s team took over 
from th e N ixon g u a rd . F ord 
“overreacted” to the rigid, highly struc­ 
tured Nixon methods. 
In contrast. Ford’s approach was 
loose, casual, easy going. At first, the 
new President directed the operation 
himself. It was part of his learning 
process. But now that he has a better 
grasp of the job, he leaves the routine 
decisions to the staff while he con­ 
centrates on the larger policy problems. 


This has left the staff more on its own. 
The result, according to one insider, is 
that “a lot of people have been going 
around in different directions,” The 
footloose presidential aides usually wind 
up attending conferences. “ It seems like 
all we do is go to meetings,” complained 
a White House aide. 


“There is a maximum of discussion 
and a minimum of implementation,” 
echoed another. Top Republicans on 
Capitol Hill have also griped to us that 
they can’t get through. “You call over to 


the White House." grumped one, “and 
everybody is always in a meeting. When 
I asked some of those guys what they do, 
they just mumble a vague reply.” 
Other insiders contend that there is 
bound to be some disgruntlement and 
confusion in any organization. They 
acknowledge that staff chief Richard 
Cheney doesn’t keep as tight a control as 
his predecessor, Donald Rumsfeld, did 
before moving into the Pentagon as 
Secretary of Defense. 
“There are a lot of end runs around 
Cheney.” said one source. But others 
praised Cheney. “He is a tremendously 
talented guy.” said one. 
Meanwhile, there are still a few White 
House chickens running around as if they 
had lost their heads. 
BLOOD BROTHER - The Six Indian 
Nations, better known as the Iroquois, 
have maintained their freedom from the 
United States over the past two cen­ 
turies In many respects, they are still 
recognized by the United States as a 
semi-independent nation in the fastnes­ 
ses of upper New York State. 
Now as a gesture of friendship to the 
white nation that has changed their land, 
the Iroquois want to make a descendant 
of a signer of the Declaration of 
Independence a “blood brother” in the 
Six Nations. The honor is accorded one 
person each year. 


Ray Cromley 
Running an election 


harder than winning 


NEW YORK - (NEA) - A body of 
specialists from the federal election 
commission was occupied at the recent 
D em ocratic National Convention 
answering questions from baffled Senate 
and House candidates and their staffs on 
the vague, complicated and contradic­ 
tory regulations generated by the 
re jiggered election 
reform law. 
B ased on run- 
throughs of hundreds 
of pages of reports, 
presidential, 
Senatorial and House, 
the evidence to date is 
that this law is being 
acknowledged more in 
the breach than in 
com pliance, 
while 
costing millions in 
voluminous, 
detailed 
reports. 
The lawbreaking is less through 
design, more through honest ignorance 
One staffer in the Washington team 
which handles the handy toll-free long 
distance calls to the election commis­ 
sion, estimates that in normal times, 
they receive and answer 600 to 700 
telephone queries a week, rising to 
roughly 1,000 calls weekly during 
reporting periods; this in addition to un­ 
counted thousands of letters. 
One day, sitting in the election com­ 
mission’s outer offices, I was present 
when a man came nervously through the 
door and announced in low tones to the

nearest secretarial assistant, *Tm a 
Congressional candidate and I just want 
to look at my files. Can you tell me 
whether I’m doing things right or not?” 
After 15 minutes of huddling with his 
file, and a series of hesitant questions 
and reassuring answers, the man left 
with a baffled look on his face. 
The definitive manual on campaign 
reporting is not yet off the committee 
press as of this writing. The instructions 
passed out thus far leave much to the im­ 
agination. They appear to have been 
written by men who never had to run a 
political campaign. 
Candidates are supposed to list the key 
members of their campaign committee 
and its organization. Does that mean two 
names or 12, 20, or 100 or more, including 
precinct captains? 
They're supposed to list all gifts of 
value received. Including apparently, the 
fair rental value of a typewriter some 
worker has loaned the candidate’s com­ 
mittee for a few weeks. The cost of 
phone calls a volunteer makes in the can­ 
didate’s behalf is also included, unless, 
perhaps they’re to members of an 
organization the phoner belongs to. 
And food donated for a party for the 
candidate, unless the party is in the 
donor’s house and the cost doesn’t rise 
above a specified figure. 
If you send out a mailing to a 100,000 
member organization heavily spiced 
with campaign propaganda favoring the 
man or woman of your choice, you aren’t 
required to report ... as of today. 
But if it's an election special, you do. 
It’s not certain yet, but the commission 
may change those rules tomorrow, or 
next week or next month, requiring 
reports if pro-candidate material 
reaches a certain percentage of the total 
words, even in a regular monthly 
newsletter. The commission people 
frankly admit they're feeling their way 
in this business, adjusting as they go 
along — all of which makes matters even 
more confusing. 
Then there’s donation splitting. Take a 
man, his wife, four children aged two 
through 13, with four cousins, five uncles 
and aunts, each giving the maximum of 
$1.000 to a candidate. Now it’s clearly il­ 
legal if all the money comes from one 
man, and he turns it in under the assort­ 
ment of names mentioned above But is 
it illegal if the central donor induces 
each to give a thousand dollars of their 
own money, knowing they will be repaid? 
Or suppose the principal donor gives his 
relatives money without instructions, 
but with each knowing what he’s ex­ 
pected to do with the money? Or suppose 
the children, aunts, uncles and cousins 
give from private personal funds which 
are regularly replenished by the central 
donor. All of this has been done in this 
campaign and not prosecuted to my 
knowledge The moral wrong is clear, 
except to the candidates 
But have there been violations subject 
to prosecutions? And further, how is a 
candidate to know when this trickery is 
going on? No one has an investigative 
staff large enough to learn these details. 
Interestingly enough questions on this 
particular matter have seldom been 
asked the commission.
